Plans for truck route

A longtime wish to make 16th 
Street a primary truck route in 
downtown Granite City finally is 
moving forward 

After an extensive briefing by ¢ 
Engineer Joe Juneau, the council 
Tuesday approved seeking bids for a 
$1.5 million project for major road 
repairs and sewer replacement on the 
street 

In 1995, Gov. Jim Edgar pledged at 
least $750,000 in Illinois Department 
of Transportation funds to be saddled 
with matching city and Madison 
County money for repairing 16th 
Street from Madison to Neidringhaus. 
The project was designed to allow 
easier truck access to the new Triple 
G line at Granite City Steel as well

Echols said the city may have to 
pay a higher interest rate on the out- 
standing bonds as a penalty for the 


default. 

About $4.3 million in outstanding 
bonds will come due on Oct. 1. 
Bridge officials have said previously 
that because of increased spending on 
repairs, there is no way they can 
make that payment, and the bonds 
will be in default for at least six 
years. 

One of the reasons for the default 
is increased maintenance and inspec- 
tion costs. At the recommendation of

Both the governor’s money and 
the county money allocated toward the pro- 
ject is capped, meaning no more will be 
made available. 

‘The $300,000 cost of fixing the sewers must 
be paid entirely by the city as well, he said, 
because it is not part of the agreement. The 
ity would have to appropriate approximately 
$90,000 more from the downtown TIF to pay 
for them. 

The only potential cost problem for the pro- 
lect is environmentally related, Juneau said, 

cause although the engineering department 
has estimated the environmental care costs, 
any time the surface of a road is removed, 
unknown elements are involved. 


Some council members were concerned 
about the costs of repairing the sewers. Alder- 
man Bob Page said that considering the con- 
dition of some of the sewers, he didn’t believe 
the project could be brought in at the speci- 
fied amount, and the city would wind up 
spending more money. 

“The longer we wait on this project, the 
more it keeps costing us,” said Alderman 
Foster Frederick, who added that if they 
were going to do it, they should start now 

Frederick said, however, that if industries 
are responsible for the blockage of the sewers 
— rather than normal deterioration from age 
and wear — the city should see if it can have 
the industries pay for the repairs. 

“The downtown committee has battled with 
this (project) back and forth for a couple of 
years,” said Alderman Kim McTaggart. ‘I 
think by not proceeding with this agreement 
all we’re doing is impeding any kinds of plans 
this committee has for downtown 

“Without having a specified truck route 
downtown, (not) getting away from areas we 
need to develop is only going to hamper 
development in downtown,”’ she said. 

“‘We’ve talked about this for years,’’ Alder 
man Mac Warfield said. ‘“‘If we can 
trucks out of the downtown area, I think 
would be well worth it.’

Forneris’ celebrity 
status keeps him 
busy, on the move 


Tim Forneris may not have 
received a million dollars for retriev- 
ing Mark McGwire’s historic 62nd 
home run on Sept. 8, but the Collins- 
yille resident has had more than a 
million dollars worth of memories 

Forneris was accompanied by his 
mother and father, his brother and 
his boss at Busch Stadium on a whirl 
Wind cross-country trip after the 22- 
year-old became an instant celebrity 
when he was lucky enough to be in 
the right place at the right time on 
Sept. 8 at Busch Stadium. Forneris 
was behind the left field wall when 
McGwire launched his shortest home 
run of the season. 

The ball just cleared the left field 
wall, went under the loge section and 
into an.area where the Cardinals 
grounds crew, of which Forneris is a 
member, stores equipment. Forneris 
outraced fellow groundskeeper and 
older brother Tino, 24, for the ball, 
forever changing his life. McGwire’s 
62nd homer broke Roger Maris’ 
major-league record of 61 home runs, 
set in 1961. 

“I’m glad to be back,’' Forneris 
said Tuesday morning after reporting 
to his full-time job an analyst for 
Andersen Consulting in downtown St. 
Louis. “It was crazy when I returned 
to Busch Stadium (Monday night as 
part of the grounds crew).”* 

Forneris’ celebrity status began 
immediately after the game when he 
presented the ball to McGwire at a 
post-game celebration 

“That was probably the coolest of 
the things that I di he said. 

And the festivities did not stop 
there 

With a Collinsville police escort, 
Forneris, brother Tino, mother Rita, 
ather Tony and head 'groundskeeper 
Steve Peeler began Celebration 62 by 
heading to the Spirit of St. Louis in 
Chesterfield, Mo., to, catch a charter

Hesse loves gardening and fondly remembers 
the garden she had at her home.

Sharos said Hesse was 60 when she started 
caring for her son, George, and watched him 
while she worked until he was 15. She said 
Hesse cared for him many hours while she 
managed her own restaurant. 

“She has been so inspirational and 
influential, she guided my son in so many 
ways,” Sharos said. ‘‘I am grateful that 
Grandma Hesse was there for George.”

Actor finds emotion in

Most people mark the 
passing of their years with 
candles, Joseph Mazzello does 
it with movies. 

“T'd like to keep doing at 
least one movie a year. I’m 14, 
and I’ve done 14 movies,” he 
said. “When I was younger I 
did like three in a year.

Inside, the Emerson Electrie 
Co. Family Theater will 
provide a film on the life cyel 
of butterflies and a preview of 
attractions.

A computerized interactive 
display featuring butterflies 
from around the world is in 
the Whitaker Worldwide 
Resource Center. 

The “Madame Butterfly” 
gift shop near the entrance 
will sell books, T-shirts, mugs 
and educational toys — all, 
course, following the butterfly 
theme. Even the restroom 
signs include painted butterfly 
wings. 

In the conservatory, about 
1,000 giant insects — some 
with wingspans of nearly a 
foot — flutter under the 
36-foot-high center vault and 
four other levels of skylights 
among tropical flowering 
plants, a pond and waterfall.
